SURFACE MINING VIOLATIONS

Section 1. Chapter eighty-three A (83A), Code 1977, is 

amended by adding the following new sections: 

NEW SECTION, SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION OF LICENSE. Not­

withstanding the provisions of section eighty-three A point 

eight (83A.8) of the Code, the department may, with approval 
of the committee, commence proceedings to suspend, revoke, 

or refuse to renew a license of any licensee for repeated 

or willful violation of any of the provisions of this chapter 

or of rules adopted pursuant to this chapter or of the federal 

Coal Hine Health and Safety Act of 1969 or the federal !-1etal 

and nonmetallic Hine Safety Act or of the initial regulatory 

program developed pursuant to the federal Surface Hining 

Control and Reclamation Act of 1977 and contained in thirty 

(30), Code of Federal Regulations, sections seven hundred 
ten (710), seven hundred fifteen (715), seven hundred sixteen 

(716), seven hundred seventeen (717), seven hundred eighteen 

(718) and seven hundred twenty (720) as they existed on the 

effective date of this Act and as published in the Federal 

Register on December 13, 1977.
